THE LYING IN STATE OF THE BISHOP 
in the cathedral previous to the funeral services. 
If possible it would be done. At any rate an op- 
portanity would be granted those who desired to 
do so to view the features of the Bishop between 
the hours of 10 and 12 on the morning of the 
funeral, at his late residence if not at the 
cathedral. With regard to the occupation of 
seats at the funeral service the precedence will 
be taken by the Bishops and the clergy of the 
cathedral, followed by the clergy of the diocese 
and the laity of the diocese. 

A very lengthy and desuitery debate followed 
upon what the character of the badges worn by 
the clergy of the diocese should be, and whether 


they should be worn until the appointment of 


the new Bishop Sept. 15. Some were in 
favor of a purple rosette with a black edge, 
others of a purple scarf, others of a black band 
of crape worn around the left arm. The matter 
wat fivally left to the judgment of the Rev. 
Canon Knowles, Master of Ceremonies of the

The North Atiantic Steam- Trade. 

The competition and opposition, says the Lon- 
don Standard, which have recently arisen be- 
tween the various steamship companies of Liv- 
erpool, engaged in the North Atlantic trade, still 
continue, and their results are becoming more 
severely felt every day. Each company is run- 
ning its steamers at a lors, but there are no 
signs of a compromise being elected. As an in- 
stance in the fall of freights brought about by 
the giving up of the conference, it may be 
mentioned that the description of merchandise 
known as “fine goods,” which were formerly 
taken at the rate of 50s per ton, are now eagerly 
accepted at 206 The freights for other goods 
have declined m a similar ratio, and rough mer- 
chandise, such as iron, is taken at the nominal 
rate of 26 6d. The rates of passage-money for 
steerage-passengers have been lowered by one- 
half, viz.: from 46 to £3. The result of this 
suicidal policy is that many steamcrs are laid up 
in consequence of the loss resulting from their 
working. It is calculated that on the average 
the voyage of a steamer ont to New York and 
back costs about 46,000, and, as the receipts for 
freight and passage do not, under present circum- 
stances, average more than £3,000 or £4,000, a 
large loss is occasioned upon each voyage. Still 
the companies persevere in their extraordinary 
conduct, and im the meantime shippers reap the 
benefit of the low rates.

HENRY M. GODWIN. 

The will of the late Henry M. Godwin was 
proven in the County Court Monday, and the 
deceased wilied bis property as follows: His fu- 
nera!l expenses and all of his just debts were 
to be fully paid and satisfied, and, after that, 
the residue of his estate was to be divided iuto 
four equal parts, as follows : 

One-fourth to go to his son, Frederick H. 
Godwin, to be held by him, bis heirs, and assigns 
absolutely, subject only to limitation as hereaf- 
ter stated against mortgaging or incumberipg 
the same, 

One-fourth to go to his daughter, Frances O. 
B. Godwin, to be held and owned the same as 


that he gave his son. 

One-fourth to go to his daughter, Grace M. Mc- 
Naughton, wife of Daniel McNaughton, of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., for and duriog her nat- 
ural life, with full wer, however, to seil 
and to convey absolutely said one-fourth, and 
to use and spend the proceeds thereof. But, in 
case of the death of said Grace, shoifld any por- 
tion thereof remain, then such portion shall de- 
scend in equal parts to the surviving child or 
children that she may bave; and, in ease she 
should leave no children surviving her, then to 
descend to his heirs-at-law. And she was also 
limited by the provision afterward mentioned 
from mortgaging her portion; end it was ordered 
in the will that her one-fourth be paid over to 
her by the executor on her sole receipt. 

One-fourth to go to Mabel M. Brown, of Chi- 
cago, the sister of his late wife, giving her the 
same power therein as he did his daughter; and, 
in case of her death, then it was disposed of aa 
in the case of his daughter's portion. 

He directed that all of said devisees and lega- 
tees be absolutely restrained from incumLeriug, 
in any manner whatsoever, their portion of the 
estate. He added that to his will from the im- 

rtance he deemed it to his family to avoid the 
contraction of debts. This provision is only to 
remain in force five years after the date of bis 
death. He appointed his son Frederick as his 
sole executor, and directed that his individual 
bond be received without surety for the perform- 
ance of such trust. The will was dated April, 
1874, and was witnessed by John Frazer and L. 
Waltersdorf. The estate was worth $163,000, 
andthe executor’s bond in $326,000 was ap- 
proved.

IRA BROWN. 

The Committee to pass upon the Dandy-Brown 
trial met at the Ada Street Church again last 
evening. Quité a number were present, drawn 
thither by the prospect of hearing the report of 
the Committee. To the disappointment of Mr. 
Brown's friends in particular, although the work 
of the Committee was brought to a close, 
the report was mot made. At the writ- 
ten request of Dr. Felton, the Moder- 
ator, the report was sealed, to be handed 
to him to-day. It will be made public to-mor- 
row evening in the presence of the counsel for 
either party and the congregation of the charch. 
Although the Committee resolved to communi- 
cate no part of the report to any one in advance 
of ita being made public, the character of the 
report appears to be generally understood. A 
prominent lady member of the church is author- 
ty, and her authority a member of the Commit- 
tee who has been understood to be friendly to 
Mr. Brown, for the statement that the 
report will mildly censure Mr. Brown for part of 
bis conduct, but will in nowise be extremely 
damaging. 

The whole matter nowrests with the preacher- 
in-charge. Dr. Felton, who will weigh the Com- 
mittee's report, and pass judgment according to 
his interpretation of bis duty under the law of 
the Church. 

Another chapter in the afflictions of the 
church was privately laid before the Committee 
after adjournment.

The Expedition Now Outfitting at 
Fert Dedge—The Fight en the Can- 
adian,.

An expedition is — being fitted out at Fort 
22 to assume offensive rations against 
the Indians who have been — war on the 
frontier settlements. It will start from the post 
about the 15th of the present month. The ex- 
pedition will be composed of eight companies of 
the Sixth Cavalry and five of the Fifth Infantry, 
numbering in all about 1,000 effective fighting 
men. Fourof the cavalry companies are now 
here, and three are on the way from Fort Lyon, 
C. T. The other company that is to complete 
the complement of cavalry is at Camp Supply, 
and will join the command at that place. Four 
compavies of the infautry are bere, and the other 
companies will arrive in a day or two. About 100 
wagons accompany the expedition from here. Ten 
white scouts and about the same number of 
Fhidians will go along. These will be under the 
eharge of Lieut. Baldwin. The troops will = 
be encumbered with any useless luggag 
go under light marching orders. "Cal .—.— 
will command the cavalry, Capt. Bristol thee 
tantry. and Gen. Miles will command the expe- 
dition. All of these officers have seen service. 
Gen. Miles belonged to the celebrated Second 
Army Corps, which made itself notorious at the 
battle of the Wilderness, by gobbling up John- 
son’s division of rebs. Col. Compton served 
with honor during the War in an lowa regiment. 
Capt. Bristol also stands high as an officer, dis- 
tinguished alike for bravery and geod judgment. 
There will scarcely be a commissioned officer 
connected with the expedition who has not seen 
active service, while a good proportion of the 
enlisted men are veterans of the War. Jake 
Callahan, an old frontiersman, and who has been 
in as close quarters as anybody, accompanies the 
outfit as wagon-master. There will be about 150 


citizen employes. 

Altogether, the composition of the entire ex- 
pedition is such as to leave ne room to douht 
— if the opportunity offers, they will give a 
f account of themselves, and it is folly to 
suppose the Indians will surrender without a 
stubborn resistance. They are well armed, 

moupted on ponies that will keep fat on grass, 
unincumbered with supply trains, or anything 
else that would retard their quick motion in s 
warfare against the troops. A good many of 
their wild brothers have turned up missing since 
they commenced the war, and they will be anx- 
ious toavenge their deaths. Their ive- 
ness and animosity towards the whites know no 
bounds. The man who falle into their hands 
suffers a two-fold death, and is literally chopped 
to pieces. 

The expedition will gofrom here to Camp 
Suppiy, in the Indian Territory, and from 
there west to the Antelo Mountains, 
where it will be joined by the Tenth 
Cavalry (colored), from Texas, and from there 
to wherever the enemy is. The Fourth and 
5 8 which have been operating on 

Texas and New Mexico, I am in- 
2 will move in conjunction with the force 
leaving here, and will close in on the Indians 
from all sides. It is estimated that the force 
which will soon be on the move will number be- 
tween 2,500 and 3,000 men, independent of citi- 
zen employes. It is not accurately known how 
many Indians are participatiug in the present 
war, but it is 1 that the number will not 
fall short of 3,000. They are now said to be 
uniting in the region of the Staked Plains, the 
more effectually to resist the troops going out 
against them. They will fight on ground of 
their own selection and may inflict serious loss 
on our forces, but the ultimate result cannot be 
doubted—they must yield. They are not sup- 
posed to be overloaded with ammunition, and 
when this is gone there is nothing left for them 
to do but to surrender. 

A train loaded with buffalo hides arrived here 
yesterday evening from the Canadian, the scene 
of the late siege and heroic defense of a handful 
of men against 200 redskins. As the facts be- 
come better known, the heroiem of these men 
is without parallel. There were thirty men in- 
side the stockades, and only twelve guns. With 
these they succeeded in keeping at bay, and 
finally driving off, over 200 Indians. 80 bold 
were the savages, and so confident of their prey, 
that they came right up to the entrances to the 

stockades, and endeavored to break down the 
doors, One fellow was entertaining the boys in- 
side with a war-dance on a buffalo hide. That 
was his last war-dance. A piece of lead from a 
needle-gun struck him and brought his perform- 
ance to an abrupt termination. He gave a yell 
and a bound, and then went to the earth. Others, 
to the number of forty, paid the same penalty 
tor their reckless Twelve Indian heads, 
minus hair, feathers, and other thummim, now 
adorn the gate-poste of the corral. The collec- 
tion is diversified by the caput of a negro, who 
was killed among the Indians with a can of yeast 
powders in his hand. He didn’t raise worth 


t after that.

adjacent hills, About thirty freshly made 

aves were counted. In this remarkable en- 
counter with the savage hosts, only three whites 
were killed, one inside and two outside the 
stockades, namely: William Tyler and Isaac 
Scheidler and his brother.

A serious collision between colored and white 
men at Austin, Miss., is reported this morning. 
The remote cause of it seems to be the eccentric 
conduct of a certain Dr. Smith, who shot at a 
colored gentleman and accidentally killed a col- 
ored child, The Doctor explains the whole case 
with expressions of poignant regret. He makes 
it perfectly clear that the colored man had 
insulted him, and leaves the world to 
infer that his obvious duty under the 
circumstances was to shoot the d—d nigger ” 
on the spot. The colored people in Austin, 
strangely enough, do not accept this interpreta- 
tion of the facts. They caught and were about 
to hang Smith, but were induced to surrender 
him on condition that he should be held in con- 
finement. A promise to this effect was passed, 
but it was immediately broken; Smith was 
allowed to leave for Memphis, and hence the 
war. The negroes threaten to burn the town if 
Smith is not brought back, the whites have 
resisted, some skirmishes have taken place, many 
lives have been lost, both sides are expecting 
reinforcements, and so the situation was at last 
accounts, For once the reports favor the color- 
ed men. Dr. Smith certainly ought not to live 
again as the principal actor in so great an 
affair,

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THE CITY-TAX DECISION. 

Judge Wallace yesterday refused give 
judgment against the delinquent tax-payers 
who filed objections to the city tax-levy. We 
publish his opinion this morning. The trouble 
is too much legislation, and legislation of a care- 
leas, reckless nature. The State of Illinois has 
a system of taxation and collection for State 
and county which might have been corisidered 
antiquated five centuries ago. That system 
being wholly inefficient for the purposes of a 
large city, it was attempted early in 1873 to 
have a special revenue system for cities. The 
majority of an ordinary Legislature in [Illinois 
regard the State system of taxation with as 
much reverence and respect as they 
do the Christian system of religion; 
hence they looked upon this special Revenue 
law as proposing a rank heresy: Unfor- 
tunatély there was not in the Legislature, out of 
the 28 Senators and Representatives from this 
county, a single member who had the least idea 
of the revenue system f the State, or of that 
desired by the city, and, when Bill No. 300 was 
presented, not one of them could understand it, 
or point out what it was intended for. The 
Legislative Committees examined the bill, and, 
while they had a disposition to oblige Chicago, 
they were opposed to anything that might inter- 
fere with or undermine the State Revenue law. 
So they patched the bill up at every point; and, 
instead of making an entirely independent sys- 
tem of taxation for city purposes, they converted 
Bill No. 300 into a supplemental act, or an ad- 
dendum to the State Revenue law. All things 
not expressed in Bill 300 were to be shaped and 
governed by the General Revenue law. 

Under these circumstances it is not strange 
that, when Judge Waflace was called upon to en- 
force proceedings against delinquents under Bill 
No. 300, he found that bill and the general law 
so completeiy mixed up, and yet so completely 
inconsistent, that neither one nor the other, so 
far as the enforced collection of city taxes was 
concerned, could be relied upon. As all the pro- 
ceedings of the city authorities were under Bill 
No. 300, and this bill bad been made subordinate 
to the general law with which it was wholly in- 
consistent, Judge Wallace was compelled to sus- 
tain the objections and refuse the judgment 
asked for by the city. The result of this is that 
the persons who have filed objestions to the tax- 
levy escape payment of taxes for the present ; 
should this decision be sustained by the Supreme 
Court, theu there will have to be a reassess- 
ment in 1875 for these taxes. The sale of the 
property on the delinquent tax list will take 
place Aug. 24. The injury to the city, however, 
consists in the fact that, if thie decision be 
sustained on appeal, the purchasers of property 
at the tax sale can never obtain title nor have a 
fixed lien, As a consequence there will be no pur- 
chasers at the tax sale, and the property will 
have to be bid in by the city. 

It is to be hoped that there will be some effort 
made at the election this fall to choose Senators 
and Representatives to the Legislature from this 
county who will have some knowledge and in- 
formation. of the several systems of revenue, 
and of the wants and necessities of large cities 
in the way of collecting revenue. We want leas 
legislation, and we want legislation so intelligent 
and direct at least that there will be two sections 
in harmony with each other. In the meantime the 
City Treasury and the city credit, in addition to

BUSINESS SINCE THE PARIC. 

One of the most marked effects of the panic 
in the country has been the remarkable decrease 
in the consumption of foreign goods. Accord- 
ing to the last returns of the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, the imports for the ten months ending 
April 30, as compared with the same ten months 
the year before, are as follows the valuation in 


Thus the imports of merchandise are $68,- 
237,222 less for the ten months ending April, 
1874, than for the corresponding months ending 
April, 1878. The imports of specie on the other 
band are $6,974,189 larger, leaving the reduction 
$61,263,083. There were in warehouse on April 
80, 1873, goods valued at $77,646,579; om April 
80, 1874, $58,475,974. These figures represent 
the amount of imported goods, not the values 
consumed. To obtain this we must remember 
that there were in werehouse on April 30, 1873, 
imported goods to the value of $77,646,579. On 
April 30, 1874, the geods in warehouse were val- 
ued at $58,475,974. It thus appears that the 
amount of imports consumed in the ten 
months ending April 30, 1874, was $488,940, 284, 
while for the ten months ending 1873 it was 
$588,682,908. Fully $100,000,000, therefore, rep- 
sent the amount of economy in imports alone 
consequent on the panic.

The export of specie, domestic and foreign, 
was $44,184,567 for 1873-4, aod $73,379,426 for 
1872-3, making the total exports in the one in- 
stance $537,653,558, And in the other $507,562, - 
946. These figures show that we have exported 
in specie and goods $30,090,612 more during 
the ten months ending April, 1874, than 
during the ten months ending April, 1873, 
The New York Daily Bulletin thinks that these 
figures are an evidence of economy on the part 
of the American people. We wish we could look 
upon it in the same light. To us they are evi- 
dence rather of poverty. We imported $100,- 
000,000 less, simply because we had nothing to 
give in exchange for that 6100, 000, 000 worth of 
goods. And, if we exported more by over 
$30,000,000, while our importations not only did 
not increase but decreased, it is because we have 
been largely fin debs to foreign countries and 
had to pay it in exports. On neither fact have 
we any reason to congratulate ourselves. 
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GETTING OFF THE TRACK. 

A rumor gets afloat that the County Commis- 
sioners have been bribed to purehase a lot for 
hospital purposes from one Matthews ; the Com- 
missioners eventually purchase a lot of a man 
named Baldwin; then Matthews naturally finds 
fault with his agent Periolat and more dark hints 
of briberies are set afloat; then Matthews tells 
wrong stories about Periolat, and Periolat tells 
wrong stories about Matthews; then the report- 
ers mix in and interview everybody, and tell all 
kinds of stories; then Matthews says Mr. Hesing 
was bribed; then the Times calls Hesing a liar 
and a thief ; having done this, it gets somebody 
else to get out warrant for Hesing 
so that he may not damage anybody; 
then it sends a man round to Hesing to ask him 
if he is a liar and a chief; then Mr. Hesing, boil- 
ing over, bounces the reporter into a gutter for 
asking such animpolite question. Thus stands 
the great County Commissioners’ imbroglio at 
present. The Times office is boiling. Mr. 
Hesing is boiling: The Staats- Zeitung of- 
fice is boiling. Every one is boiling. Even 
the weather is boiling, and dogs are run- 
ning mad, and soda-fountaings are burst- 
ing. Against all this we protest. The case 
against the Commissioners has gone off 
on a side-track. There is danger that the 
main issue may be overlooked. The Commis- 
sioners may be delighted thereat. Mr. Hesing’s 
little unpleasantness with the Times office is a 
purely personal matter,—a neighborhood quar- 
rel, Let them have it out. Incidentally, 
Mr. Hesing may be of some service to 
the community by demonstrating to the young 
blackguards of the Times office that they will 
sometimes be held accountable for their bogus 
interviews and slushy vilifications. If he teaches 
them to dodge into alleys and by-ways, and hide 
in the shadow of buildings, the community will 
be benefited in the proportion that their fear 
keeps them out of decent people’s way. But 
this is not the main question, and we warn the 
people not to run off after this side-show. 
The real question at issue is the charge 
of bribery against the County Commissioners, 
which the Times has sought to obscure. The 


distinct point which needs clearing up is why 


the County Commissioners paid Col. Cushman 
$145,000 for a lot which Baldwin had offered 
them for $130,000, and which Cushman pur- 
ehased at that price (paying only $116,000 in 
cash) only an hour before he sold to the Board. 
There is great danger that this margin of 
$15,000 may be lost sight of in the dust kicked up 
in the scrimmage between Mr. Hesing and Mr. 
Storey. The Times is printing a vast amount of 
Ul-written and ungrammatical stuff about the 
Matthews lot, which was not purchased, and Mr. 
Hesing is thrashing Times reporters wherever 
he can find them, for misrepresevting him-

OUR WESTMINSTER ABBEY. 

Our honored dead are scattered over the coun- 
try. Soldiers and statesmen and authors lie un- 
der unfinished monuments from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, from the Lakes to the Gulf. There 
is no one spot where the dust of heroes is gath- 
ered together. In a word, we have no West- 
minster Abbey. No great American could echo 
Nelson’s cry, as his ahip steered into the thick 
of the fight at Trafalgar: A Peerage or West- 
minster Abbey!” Peerage we have not, though 
the Presidency may well replace it. A West- 
minster Abbey we have not, and have nothing to 
replace it. Why should we not have something 
of the sort at Washington? State pride would 
not long stand in the way. Illinois was 
bound to bury Douglas, She has built 
the foundation of “a monument over 
his graye. There the work has stopped. 
Our monument to Lincola will probably be 
finished, thanks to his martyr-like death and the 
deep-felt reverence it excited. But in general 
lowly graves mark the places where our great 
men rest. The man who would visit their tombs 
to draw inspiration from the presence of all 
that is left of America’s heroes must wander 
through; cemeteries crowded with common 
cadavers. There is no concentration of honored 
sepulchres; no place where the blood can thrill 
with the sight of long aisles crowded with the 
marble effigies of those who have deserved well 
of their country; no Pantheon; no Santa 
Croce; no Westminster Abby. It is not senti- 
mentalſty that calle for such a place. It 
is reason, A grave among a nation’s honored 
dead is a legitimate object of ambi- 
tion, calculated to stir the blood for 
noble deeds. Picture a lofty aisle studded with 
the tombs of Washington, and Jefferson, and 
the Adamses, and Jackson, and Webster, and 
Ciay, and Lincoln, and Sumner, and Irving, and 
Hawthorne, and then imagine, if you can, the 
thrill of patriotic inspiration that the man who 
wandered over the marble floor would feel. Our 
blessed lack of a State Church wouid prevent 
our having such a thing built for us by a sect. 
It is far better that we should build it for our- 
selves. It might be used for the service of all 
denominations, or it might not be devoted toany 
religious services other than those common 
to funeral ceremonials. If we are ever to have 
such a place, it should be a splendid building, 
solid in brick, and stone, and bronze, and worthy 
the uses intended for it. 


FLORIDA JUSTICE. 

The Government and the tax-payers seem just 
now to be the two parties into which the South- 
ern people are divided. It has been often said 
that Government is anecessary evil. This is the 
character of the institution, some say, even at its 
best. In the Southern States, however, Gov- 
ernment is fast becoming an unmixed, as well as 
a necessary, evil. The Government of the 
Southern States, made up for the most part of 
carpet-baggers, are arrayed against the property- 
owners. The Property-owners are arrayed 
against the Government. Rulers and tax-pay- 
ers, or the devourers and the devoured,—such 
are the two great classes into which South- 
erp society is being differentiated. One of the 
last triumphs of the carpet-baggers was iu 
Florida. The Florida carpet-baggers issued 
bonds to the extent of amillionorso. They 
wanted, they claimed, to raise money to meet the 
deficiency in the expenses necessary to carry on 
the State Government. Before the War, the 
money raised in Florida by taxation was oniy 
one-third of what it is now, and that third was 
found sufficient to run the Government. 

Radical, earpet-bag, loyal Republican rule is a 
great luxury. A State must surrender its all to 
obtain it. Tax-payers must consent to be bied 
to death in order to purchase it. Peace, pros- 
perity, order, security, justice, civilization al- 
most, must be given in exchange for it. It is 
not to be wondered at, then, that Florida, which 
is blessed with loyal, Republican, carpet-bag rule, 
should pay four or five times as much for gov- 
ernmental expenses as it did before the War. 
The million bonds voted was in addition to four 
millions more of railroad bonds for which 
the State obtained just about as much consider- 
ation as it is likely to obtain for the last million, 
—nothing at all. The four million bonds have 
been issued, but nota single mile of road has 
been built in return. Florida bas a carpet-bag 
Supreme Court, just as South Carolina has a 
carpet-bag Governor. Of course, when the bond 
question was brought before that Court, it held 
the bonds to have been constitutionally issued. 
The Court held a special session for that pur- 
pose,—ap extraordinary session, one not pro- 
vided for at all by the Constitution. It is re- 
markable that the Court should have been bare- 
faced enough to maintain the legality of these 
bonds, considering that some months before 
Judge Fraser, of the United States Court, had 
decided adversely to them. Judge Fraser is a 
Republican, but not a carpet-bagger. He 
thought it very clear that the issue of the bonds 
was prohibited by the Florida Constitution. 
This did not suit the loyal carpet-baggers. They 
accordingly made up another case, and had the 
question argued before a court supposed to be 
more friendly to their interests. They succeed- 
ed to their hearta’ content. Judge Randall went 
counter to the United States Judge in the most 
loyal, Republican, carpet-bag way. Littlefield 
is the man who represents the holders of Florida 
bonds, and a wily man he is. He is represented 
as haviog reduced bribery to one of the fine 
arts. He would not offer so much money to the 
Chief Justice for a favorable ison. But the 
Chief Justice owned a house, and ‘Littlefield is 
said to have purchased it at pretty round fig- 
ures. It is said that he approached J udge 
Fraser, the United States Judge, in this way: 
Fraser owned a house in Jacksonville. Little- 
field offered him a very high price*for it; but the 
bonest Judge saw through tLe thin disguise, and 
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bade Satan go. It is to be regretted that he suc- 
ceeded any better with the State Judges, The 
case of the Florida bonds is one more link in the 
chain of proof that the country must do some- 
thing for the South. r

THE WISCONSIN LAW. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
THE INJUNCTION SUITS AT MADISON. 

Manprson, Wis., Aug. 11.—At the opening of 
court this morning, the Hon. George B. Smith 
resumed his concliding argument for the rail- 
roads. By citatigns from the Constitutions of 
other States, he showed that the jurisdiction of 
the Supreme Court in case of injunction 
was as indefinitely expressed as in 
the Wisconsin Constitution; and, by rulings 
of the various Supreme Courts, proved that they 
never had taken original jurisdiction of an in- 
junction. The defendants desired the Court to 
decide the question whether the General Rail- 
road law, under which recent companies 
had been organized, could be amended 
by a special enactment of such a law 
as the Potter act. He would also 
propound to the Court the question the 
Court had asked of the counse Why was 
injunction named among the writs within the 
province of the Supreme Court? He could not 
answer the question any more than he could tell 
why trial by jury was also connected with the 
Supreme Court in the same Constitution, when 
it is known that such a thing never was heard 
of, and never was intended. 

Referring ta public sentiment regarding the 
Potter law, Gen. Smith said no statute law can 
be enforced unless it meets the general appro- 
bation of the ublic. The statute has 
been in force since April 28, and every man dis- 
satisfied with the rates charged,or knows of any- 
one so dissatisfied, has been at liberty to bring 
suit for the penalties, yet throughout the State, 
except in a few iustances, where under special 
processes, 
THERE HAVE NOT BEEN SUFFICIENT COMPLAINTS 
to amount to an expression of public opinion in 
its favor. This fact is a compliment to the peo- 
ple of the State, who, though they may be con- 
vineed that 3 cents per mile are enough for pas- 
Benger rates, are equaily well-satisfled that 
the freight rates named in the Potter. law 
are unjust, and the people are too honorable to 
desire that the railroads shall carry at a loss. In 
view of this general feeling, and the doubtful 
jurisdiction of the Court, it was no compliment 
to any one that this suit had been brought on 
the heels of another suit, which might have been 
pressed to a hearing if desired. Should the dis- 
solution of the corporations not be resisted by 
them, and if the State had the courage to press 
the quo warranto suit, destroying over $60,000,- 
000 worth of property, they would speedily

injunction will not be issued m any case except 
it be absolutely necessary to prevent some irre 
arable injury, what possible excuse can be 
offered for issuing one in a case where ite only 

bie effect will be to produce an irreparable 
injury, both to the party asking for it and the 
one against whom it issues. 

Chief Justice Ryan—If thie Court gives an in- 
retation to the contract between the State 
the corporations, that it is not covered by 

the Constitution of the United States, that the 
law which alters or repeals it is not impairing the 
obligation of the contract, what authority has 
the Supreme Court of the United States to in- 
terfere with the subject ? 

Gen. Smith assumed that whenever the pro- 
visions of the Constitution of the United 
States came into adjudication the United States 
Supreme Court had jurisdiction. The case 
was there anyway from another tribunal. 

Judge Ryan— the Supreme Court of the 
United States take appellated jurisdiction from 
this Court on the interpretation of the State 
Constitution ? ; 

Gen. Smith—Not neceas&rily ; but we think 
they can on other questions involved in this 
case. With a powerful arraignment of the folly 
of the attempt to destroy the corporations by 
forcing them to operate at a loss, Gen. Smith 
concluded the argument for the railways at a 
few minutes past 11 o’elock. 

ASSISTANT ATTORNEY-GENERAL J. c. SLOAN, 
on behalf of the State, began the closing argu- 
ment in the case. Beginning with a cursory 
review of the arguments on behalf of the 
defense, he stoutiy defended the exercise of 
the reserved power vested in the Legislature. 
The claim of defendant’s counsel that the rail- 
roads were essential to the people, proved they 
were monopolies. The power of determining 
how much of the fruite of industry should be 
taken into the coffers of the monopolies must lie 
somewhere. The railroad managers were not 
any less selfish, or any more to be trusted than 
other men. It was, therefore, wisely provided 
that an umpire should be vested with the power, 
and the Legislature being equally the represent- 
ative of the people and the corporations, the 
power was lodged with them. Coming to 
THE QUESTION OF JURISDICTION, 

the Chief-Justice asked Mr. Sloan if he had 
found any precise precedents to support his 
petition. The Court had looked diligently, and 
could find no cases where injunction was ever 
issued without a bill or petition praying for the 
issuance of the writ. The subject of the juris- 
diction of the Court being discussed in the pe- 
tition, Mr. Sloan urged that the Constitution 
gave jurisdiction to the Court. : 

Judge Ryan—The Constitution cannot impose 
im possible upon the Court. How can 


the writ of injunction as it existed at 
the time this Constitution was made? We can 


hear and determine writs of quo warranto, ha- 


beas corpus, mandamus, certiorari, and of pro- 
hibition, though not named. We can hear and 
determine those write, but how can any court, 
understanding the word injunction as used in 
the sense in which it is used in English jurispru- 
dence, hear and determine a writ of injunction ? 
Atty.-Gen. Sloan—It does not strike me 
that the phrase in the Constitution is any more 
applicable to hearing and determining writ 
of quo warrauto any more than the 
the writ of injunction. ou really hear the 
subject matter of the writ. I caunot see why 
you may not hear and determine a writ of in- 
junction as well as a writ of quo warranto. 
Judge Ryan—Is the operation of that phrase 
in the Constitution giving this one writ to the 
Court which never before was a jurisdictional 
writ, and classing it witha number of other 
writs, which were jurisdictional writs, and are 
essentially so? Is the effect of that phrase to 
make the writ of injunction a jurisdictional writ ? 
Attorney-General—Undonbtedly, I think, in 
the sense that it gives this Court ‘jurisdiction 
over it. It is botha remedial and preventive 


writ. 

Judge Ryan—The difference is this. I state it 
frankly, as it is in our minds: If you come here 
with a statement of facts, verified by affidavit, 
without pleadings filed in the case at all, to put 
the case on motion, by your motion ore lenus at 
the bar, we will give you a writ of quo warranto, 
or certiorari, because these write are jurisdio- 
tional writs, and this Court has jurisdiction to 
issue them, and needs no plea whatever to put them 
in motion.

Nearly two hours had been consumed in 
the discussion.

Collision of Whites and Negroes at 
Austin, Miss. 


Ten Black Men Killed and Many 
Wounded. 


Reinforcements Expected by Both Sides 
---Serious Fighting Feared. 


Cause of the Action---A White 
Man’s Violence and Escape.

The War at Austin, Miss. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Aug. 11.—A special to the 
Appeal, from Helena, Ark., received at 8 this 
morning, says: At 11 o'clock last night three 
ladies and two gentlemen arrived here from Aus- 
tin in a skiff, and report considerable fighting 
yesterday evening. The commander of the post, 
whose name we did not learn, dispatched a 
scout of twenty-five men on the road to Cold- 
Mwater Station, on the Mississippi & Tennessee 
Railroad, and captured a picket of twenty 
negroes, who were stationed about 2 miles 
from town, and brought them as prisoners and 
disarmed them. One of them, as they 
were being put into the Court- House 
yard, tried to make his escape, when he was 
fired upon and killed, and in the melee which 
ensued another negro was wounded, but not 
fatally. Later in the evening, a large body of 
negroes advanced from the south and attacked 
the town, driving in the white skirmishers tothe 
Court-House, where the main body of whites 
were stationed. A charge was made by the 
whites, and the negroes were repulsed with the 
loss of several killed and wounded, Fighting

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

Mempnis, Teun., Aug. 11.—Maj. Horn Chal- 
mers, of Hernando, bas just arrived here for 
the purpose of chartering a boat to take men to 
the assistance of the whites in Austin.

STILL ANOTHER. * 

Mempuis, Teun., Aug. 11.—Telegrams are 
being received from the vicinity of Austin asking 
for men, arms, and ammunition, and stating 
that unlees the whites, who are surrounded in 
the Court-House, are speedily relieved, they will 
be forced to surrender or be captured. The 
steamer A. K. White has been chartered to 
leave at 5 o'clock, and will earry a large number 
of men, well armed. 

Another special to the Appeal says the ne- 
groes surrounding Austin on the south were 
charged this morning by a body of mounted 
whites, who killed four or five and captured 
twenty negroes. The blacks number 700, while 
the whites have about 200. Both parties expect 
reinforcements. At present the whites have the 
beet of the fight. 

The negro hands on the plantations opposite 
here, on the Arkanses side, are arming and 
marching on Austin in large numbers. 

LATEST. 

Mrurms, Tenn., Aug. 11.—The excitement 
here in regard to the riot at Austin is increasing. 
The operator at Helena reports that negroes 
have been passing there on the Mississippi side 
all day, marching on Austin. The steamer White 
left this afternoon at 5 o’clock with about 300 
armed men and supplies, under command of Col. 
Morgan, of Hernando, Miss., about half of whom 
are from Mississippi, and among whom are some 
twenty negroes, who say they want this foolish- 
ness stopped. The remainder are from this city. 
A large number of men have gone by land, and 
if the whites can hold the Court-House till mid- 
night reinforcements in sufficient numbers will 
have arrived to relieve them. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Aug. 11.—The Avalanche 
Helena special dated noon, says in the fight at 
Austin last night eight or ten negroes were 
killed. Reinforcements are coming in to the 
whites from the hills, and the negroes are being 
reinforced from the surrounding country. The 
whites have Austin barricaded, and will probably 
be able to keep the negroes off, but they need 
assistance in provisions and ammunition. Sev- 
eral officials from Tunica County have 
been here since yesterday morning tele- 
graphing to Gov. Ames, at Jack- 
son, for assistance, but up to this time 
have not heard a word. This special also states 
that the whites have taken O K Landing, some 
three miles below Austin and the only landin 
in that vicinity at the present stage of water, an 
this is corroborated by officers of the H. C.

The Creston Murderer Captured. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Onzstox, Ia., Aug. 11.—The man Burnett, 
who murdered Brister by cutting his throat from 
ear to ear, as reported last night, was captured 
this morning about 8 o’clock by a Mr. Barnes, a 
farmer living near this city. Burnett had been 
out all day yesterday and last night, with noth- 
ing to wear or to eat. Being nearly starved and 
frozen, he was compelled to leave his biding- 
place, and laid down in a ravine near Barnes’ 
house until he caught Barnes’ attention. The 
latter took him to his house, made him a pris- 
oner, and guarded him until aid arrived. 
While on their way to Afton, the county-seat, 
they were compelled to forcibly resist a mob, 
who were intent on lynching the scoundrel. The 
men came here for arms to rescue him from the 
party and hang him, but were disappointed in 
this, and about fifty or seventy-five went ona 
train to head them off, but when they reached 
Afton they found the Sheriff with a heavy force 
guarding the prisoner. Great excitement pre- 
vailed, which finally subsided, a promise being 
iven of his return to Creston on the first train. 
e arrived here at noon, looking very bad; his 
cheeks were all sunken in, and his eyes had 
a wild, scared look, which was increased by 
seeing so many people at the depot to meet him.
